Applicant has amended the claims under consideration to recite SEQ ID NO: 113 
in lieu of SEQ ID NO: 1 1 0 (and has also added claims reciting SEQ ID NO: 1 1 3 but not 
SEQ ID NO: 110). However, as was indicated by Examiner Cleveland in paper no. 14, 
SEQ ID NO; 113 was not recited in the elected claims. Further, Applicant subsequently 
amended the claims to recite SEQ ID NO: 1 10, and Applicant has received an Office 
action in which claims reciting SEQ ID NO: 110 (but not SEQ ID NO: 113) were 
examined. MPEP 819 states that "The general policy of the Office is not to permit the 
applicant to shift to claiming another invention after an election is once made and action 
given on the elected subject matter." Accordingly, Applicant's reply, which amends the 
claims such that they are drawn to non-elected subject matter, is not fully responsive.
